State’s high court rules 
assessment is not a tax

The Arizona Supreme Court, in a 
unanimous decision Friday, rejected a 
bid from a group of 36 current and for- 
mer Republican lawmakers to overturn 
the state’s Medicaid expansion. 

The lawmakers argued that a hospi- 
tal assessment used to pay the state’s 
portion of the Medicaid expansion is a 
tax that requires a two-thirds legisla- 
tive majority to enact. The 2013 Legis- 
lature narrowly approved the assess- 
ment. 

But the court rejected that claim, 
upholding a lower court’s ruling. 

The GOP lawmakers’ challenge 
could have jeopardized health care for 
about 400,000 low-income Arizonans 
who gained insurance coverage under 
the Medicaid expansion. 

“It is a huge victory for Arizona’s 
budget and stability,” said former Gov. 
Jan Brewer ina phone interview. “I feel 
good that Arizonans will continue to 
receive health care because of the de- 
cision. ... It met the test of doing the 
right thing, which almost always 
means doing the hard thing.” 

It’s yet another defeat for the law- 
makers and the Goldwater Institute, 
which have waged repeated court 
challenges of the expansion since 
Brewer, a Republican, signed legisla-
